ETTYSBURG (Pa.) July 6.—-The 
serving of the last breakfast and 
the departure of the last train of 
veterans this morning marked the ac- 
tual closing of the big camp which) 
during the last week held between 
50,000 and 565,000 Civil War soldiers 
from every section of the United 
States, here for the celebration of the 


fiftieth anniversary of the battle.

ORDER NEGROES TO LEAVE. 
GUTHRIE (Okla.) July 6—[{Ex-

Ambulances went 
about picking up the wounded. 

The strike leaders said at midnight 
that the terms of settlement were be- 
ing accepted all along the reef. 

MOBS REASSEMBLE. 


The settlement of the strike among 
the gold miners in the Rand district 
which the government arranged with a 
committee of strikers yesterday aas 
proved ineffective, although compara- 
tive order Was preserved over night 
and today. 

The mobs reassembled today. All 
trains and street cars suspended serv- 
ice, the crews refusing to work. No 
newspapers were able to publish to- 
day. Additional troops guarded the 
Rand Club, the scene of serious en- 
counters Saturday. A great mob «as- 
sembled there hooting and jeering the 
troops. 

A huge meeting was held this after- 
noon to celebrate the strikers’ victory. 
The leaders invited the men to ‘attend 
tomorrow the funeral of those killed, 
whom they described as “martyrs to 
giorious cause.” 

The suggestion that Gov.-Gen. Glad- 
stone's recall be demanded was greeted 
with cheers. 

A ballot of the Amalgamated Society 
of Engineers of the whole reef gave 
a vast majority in favor of accepting 
the proposed settlement. The council 
of the society adopted a resolution 
providing for the calling of a strike 
a month hence should the grievances 
not be adequately redressed. 

The Federated Unions are flushed 
with success and confident that they 
are complete masters of the situation. 
The trades unionists are ready to obey 
any order given them. The leaders 
have already commanded the newspa- 
pers to cease publication until further 
notice. They count on the government's 
fear of the natives, 200,000 of whom 
are locked in the compounds at the 
mines. They might start looting and 
killing if. unloosed. 

Casualties resulting from the fight- 
ing Saturday are now estimated at 110. 
Two officers, three soldiers and several 
policemen were wounded. 

The editors of the various newspa- 
pers conferred with the Federated 
Union leaders tonight with the result 
that the Typographical Union will pub- 
lish a paper giving colorless reports 
of events.

River at Martindale, Tex., Goes 
Dry When Bottom Drops Out and 
It Flows Again After Leak Is Re- 
paired With Large Piece of Con- 
crete at Heavy Cost.

MARTINDALE (Tex.) July 6.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch] It has been 
found necessary to put another patch 
on the bed of the Blanco Kiver. This 
stream has a remarkable way of los- 
ing itself, and in order to restore it 
to its 
found necessary to put a concrete 
patch upon the holes through which 
it disappears. 

The Blanco ie a river of considera- 
ble size, and has its source in large 
springs in the hilly country north- 
west of here. It affords a water sup- 
ply for many farms and ranches 
along its course. For many years 
it has been emptying portions of its 
flow into small holes in its bed, but 
it was not until about a year ago that 
the entire bottom, 80 to speak, 
dropped out at a point near San Mar- 
con, 

In one night the river below that 
point went dry. It had had a width of 
nearly 200 feet and was flowing a 
bold, strogg current up till the sud- 
den disappearance of the water. This 
drying up of the stream meant heavy 
losses to the people who had been 
dependent upon it as a source of 
water supply. Engineers were con- 
sulted in regard to restoring the flow, 
and it was decided to patch with ce- 
ment the hole into which the water 
was emptying. This was done at a 
heavy cost. 

A few days ago the river wore an 
other big hole through its bed at a 
point about twenty miles northwest 
of here. and the same method of 
patching it with concrete was fol- 
lowed.

One ant becom- 
ing affected willl inoculate all others 
with which it comes in contact be- 
fore it dies. It was soon found that 
a good supply of ants for these 
demonstrators could be obtained in 
Colorado. The result is steady em- 
ployment for a number of boys. 
They find big hills, dig small holes 
in the center of them and then stir 
up the nest. The result ts that hun- 
dreds of ants fall into the prepared 
holes. 

These are scooped up, packed in 
tine cane and shipped to various parts 
of the country by parcel post.

Nothing to Show the Race of 
Men or Tools Used. 


[Washington Star:] The attention 
of archeologists is again attracted to 
the Easter Island, a mere speck in 
the vast South Seas, that is sur- 
rounded by the charm of mystery pos- 
sessed by few places in the world. On 
this volcanic island, with an area of 
not more than forty-two square miles, 
is a remarkable display of hundreds 
of sculptured statues, colossal in size, 
and erected upon cyclopean masonry; 
stone houses over 100 feet in length, 
with wall six feet in thickness built 
like forts, and ‘tablets curiously in- 
scribed with hieroglyphics in no way 
resembling anything else in the world, 
doubtless the written language of the 
ancient inhabitants, but one to which 
the key has been lost. 

The island was discovered by the 
Dutch captain, Jacob Roggeveen, in 
1722. He gave to thedsiand its pres 
ent name in commemoration of the 
day on which land was sighted. Some 
fifty years later it was “rediscovered 
by some Spanish sallors. From that 
time to the present day Easter Island 
has been visited, explored and studied 
dy noted travelers, scientists and in- 
vestigators from all lands and it 
promises to afford these opportunities 
for expeditions-for years to come. 

Its position is about 2000 miles 
from the mainland of South America 
and 1400 miles distant from its near- 
est neighbor, the Pitcairn Islands. 
Within its limited area there are 
three craters of extinct volcanoes, 
one of them nearly 2000 feet high. 
Some of the soll is fertile and the 
island appears to have been wooded 
at one time, for decayed trunks of 
considerable size are still found; now, 
however, there thrive only a Tew 
bushes from ten to twelve feet high. 

The natives grow many sorts of 
tropical fruits, including bananaa 
sugar cane and sweet potatoes. Goats, 
fowl, sheep and a fair number, of 
cattle are reared by the few hundred 
inhabitants, the sold dwellers ay 
of that mystic land. The climate is 
not unlike that of Madeira with one 
wet and one dry season. The water 
supply consists of some brackish 
springs by the seashore and pools in- 
side the craters of the volcanoes. Al) 
in all, however, the island is consid- 
ered salubrious and healthful. 

The chief interest of the island 1 
to be found in the wonderful statues 
and other amazing archeological re- 
mains. “But remarkable as all of 
these ruins are from the strangeness 
of their appearance, the greatest 
terest and the greatest problem which 
they present to us is the story 1 
they might tell of the vanished civill- 
zation which erected them,” writes 
Harry ©. Sandberg in an article upon 
this island in the Pan-American 
Union. That they are of historic 
origin cannot be questioned, but whe 
were the builders of these wonderful 
specimens? What race of men or 
giants carved and placed in their 
present position the titanic stone 
heads that stand out in lonely ma- 
jesty amid the barren wastes of this 
lonely little isle? Whence came these 
anctent workers in stone. and whither 
have they gone? What tools did they 
use to execute these singular statues 
and bulldings, and in what epoch did 
they perform these curiosities? 

“Such fascinating questions and 
many others equally pertinent present 
themselves to the student, but alas 
the au Wer is yet to be had. Archeo- 
logists must continue for a while 
longer to delve among the enshrouded 
mysteries of these ruins before they 
ean reveal the true story of this 
world’s wond riand. At present the 
chapters which have been written on 
the subject are comparatively few in 
number and not conspicuously def- 
inite in context. Conjectures are as 
many as there are explorers, and the 
number of opinions ventured varies 
in the same ratio. Progress, as in al! 
matters of science, is necessarily slow. 

‘By actual count there have been 
found no less than 550 of. ghese 


‘images, most of which are cut out of 


gray trachitic lava. Of the number 
forty are standing inside the crater 
of one of the voleanoes and as many 
more outside at the foot of the slope, 
where they were placed ready for re- 
moval to the different platforms. 

“These statues, moreover, repre- 
sent various stages of formation, some 
of them finished, others nearly com- 
pleted and still other barely com- 
menced. In size they range from 
threé to four feet to nearly eighty 
feet in length. The largest image. 
found in an unfinished state, meas- 
ures seventy feet in length; the small- 
est is little short of three feet in 
length. Although these figures range 
in size from the colossus of seventy 
feet down to the pigmy of three feet, 
they clearly are all of the same type 
and general characteristics. The head 
fs long and the eyes close under the 
heavy brows; the nose large, low 
bridged and very broad at the nos- 
trils, the upper lip short and the lips 
pouting. The head is nearly always 
titled backward. The lower part of 
the face is broad and heavy, but im- 
perfectly formed; the ears are long 
and pendent. 

“The forms generally end at the 
shoulder or at the waist, very little 
work being done below these points. 
One of the lesser statues has been 
brought to the Nationa) Museum at 
Washington, D. C., while another is on 
exhibitiotn at the British Museum, in 
London. The striking feature about 
these figures is the strange facial ex- 
pression described as ‘profoundly 
solemn,’ ‘disdainful’ and with ‘look of 
supercilious scorn.’ e head was in 
all cases cut flat on top to accommo- 
date an immense crown of red vesicu- 
lar tuff. many of which were found 
at a crater eight miles distant from 
the cone, where the statues them- 
selves were formed. 

“Subsequent discoveries on the 
and have brought to light head- 
dresses of real feathers made up 4s 
crowns, coronets and other shapes. 
The finding of these feather decora- 
tions which were used for ceremonial 
purposes has given strength to the be- 
lief that the immense stone crowns, 
which were superimposed ‘on the 
heads of the statues, were intended to 
represent these feathered ornaments.” 

How these immense statues were 
cut out of their position inside the 
crater of the volcano and transported 
several miles to their respective plat- 
forme, is one of the mysteries left for 
us to puzzle over. A8 for tools, a 
rude form of stone chisel is the only 
kind of anctent instrument thus far 
found. It is also remarkable that of 
the many hundreds of images scat- 
tered throughout the island, there te 


but one that stands in ite original vo- 
sition upon a platform, while the oth- 
ers are heediessly strewn about. To 
some this fact seems conclusive 
proof that work on these huge pro- 
Guctions ceased suddenly. Did some 
volcanic eruption overtake the island? 
Such a conjecture is, indeed, not un- 


reasohable, for closer investigation 
shows that some of the largest 
statues are buried to the neck in 


ashes and scoria. But who can say 
with certainty’? 

Viewing the relics on the island in 
their entirety. however, one is im- 
pressed with the fact that when the 
were carried out a large population 
of skilled men must have concen- 
trated upon the task. Nearly all stu- 
dents agree on one point, and that is 
that the present territorial limitations 
of the place could not have harbored 
a very large number o@ inhabitants. 

there is no adequate water sup- 
ply; and, secondly, there is not the 
area from which to win a suffidient 
food supply. This, then, suggests the 
theory, and one that is open to rea- 
sonable refutation, that Easter Island 
is the sole remnent of a greater land 
which was overwhelmed by the sea 
after a serious seismic disturbance. 

Another archeologist develops the 
theory that the ancient peoples of 
Easter Island were the same race that 
centuries afterward laid the founda- 
tions of the empires of the Incas and 
Astecs. These people, he continues, 
reached Easter Island from the Asian 
coast by traveling from one island to 
another across the intervening ocean 
and finally found their way to the 
American continent over land that has 
since disappeared beneath the waters 
of the Pacific. 

This theory is, however, subject to 
objections. In a careful study of the 
Malayo-Polynesian archeology and 
languages, embracing a period of 
nearly thirty years, the noted botanist 
and ethnologist, Prof. W. F. Safford 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, makes the unqualified as- 
sertion that in all his attempts to 
trace a connection between the 
ancient relics of the Incas and Aztecs 
with those of the Polynesians he has 
failed to find sufficient points of um- 
larity to justify even such a possible 
relation. So the mystery continues 
and the origin and workers of Easter 
Island are yet to be learned. 

On part of the island there are re- 
mains of stone . some of them 
nearly 100 feet long, also built with- 
out mortar, with the walls formed of 
large flat stones about five feet thick 

d over five feet high. The interior 

hambers of these houses are lined 

ith upright slabs painted with geo- 
etrical figures and pictures of 
range-looking animals. Wooden tab- 
ets have also been discovered incised 
with hieroglyphics. 
| “These are of especial interest be- 
use of the remarkable skill with 
ich they were executed,” says Mr. 
ndberg. “The writings read from 
ft to right; then tt is necessary to 
urn the table upside down and con- 
nue reading from left io right, re- 
eating the process until the inscrip- 
tion is concluded. Figures of men. 
nimals, geometric designs constitute 
the alphabet. Though these incised 
blets have not been deciphered. 
there is a general belief that ther 
contain the ancient myths of the race 
which inhabited the land. Some as- 
sert that it is not so very long ago 
that there were those on the island 
who might, have been able to read 
them. It ould be recalled that up 
to 1864 there were several thousand 
inhabitants on Easter Island, but 
large numbers of them were taken 
from there and put to work in the 
guano diggings on the Chincha 
Islands. Among those, it is thought, 
there were many who knew the writ- 
ten language 4s appearing on the tab- 
lets. Rut the present inhabitants, less 
than 200 in number, know norhing of 
them except in a vague way that 
they contain the historic annals of 
their peoples.” 

Prof. Safford deciated that a careful 
study of the language of the modern 
natives shows it to be essentially Poly- 
nesian without any vestige of foreign 
domination: but the most remarkable 
thing is its very close similarity to the 
language of the Hawaiians. Nearly 
all of the words, by certain fixed laws 
or changes, could be converted from 
the Easter Island language to that of 
Hawali with similer meanings: even 
some of the ancient gods of Faster 
Island bear the same name as Ha- 
walian gods. 

And yet there has been no connec- 
tion between these two islands, at 
least not in historic times, and what 
is stranger still these two groups are 
separated from each other by an in- 
terval of 2000 miles. He also ex- 
pressed the opinion that the carvers 
of the images were the ancestors of 
the modern inhabitants and that all 
the elements of the archaeology of 
the islands except the wonderful 
hetroglyphics are characteristically 
Polynesian. 

Despite these slight hints the pres- 
ent status of the island offers no fur- 
ther encouragement for solution. It 
persists in keeping fastened its heavy 
cloak of mystery. With sclemn im- 
preasiveness the relics and ruins stand 
in foreboding silence, as if to defy 
the eager pursuer for truth from un- 
raveling its innermost secrets. But 
the archaeological world has accepted 
this silent challenge, and notadle ex- 
peditions have gone forth, lured by 
the charm of mystery, and have re- 
turned with interesting data. 

The latest to be inspired with a de- 
sire to resolve the riddle and perhaps 
write the final chapter of this story 
is an English traveler, V. Scoresby 
Routledge, who, accompanied by a 
staff under the direction of the British 
Museum, recently set sail in a spe- 
clally constructed motor auxiliary 
yacht. The expedition ts enthused 
over the prospects of gaining new 
light upon the problem which has 
baffied us for close to two centuries. 
Now all eyes are turned toward this 
quest and reports will be eagerly 
awaited. |

I sincerely hope that they 
shall have the support and influence 
of a sufficient number of voters of 
the city and county, as well as your 
valued paper. to so bring sufficient 
pressure upon the proper authorities 
as to forever completely abolish bill- 
boards from this otherwise fair city 
of ours. And while they are busy 
rearranging the household of the city 
of Los Angeles, let them look well 
to the high cost of living and cut 
down unnecessary expenses where 
then can; and while on the firing 
line, I would like to see them set 
an example and by so doing obtain 
the united efforts of the voters within 
the boundaries of Los Angeles County 
in a fight for a reduction of the street- 
car fares within its boundaries, 1e. 
of cars running to and from the 
beaches. 

I think it is high time that we. as 
citizens, demand of the railway com- 
panies, or commission in control, the 
fixing of rates of a reasonable fare. 
The extortion of 35 cents for a single 
fare and 50 cents for a round trip 
fare to Venice, for example, a dis- 
tance of fourteen miles, divided first, 
into the distance within the city 
limits; extending from Third and Hill

Enormous Height Reached by a 
Sounding Balloon Lately Sent Up in 
Italy for Exploration Purposes. 

[New York Herald: ] The limit to 
which manned balioons can ascend is 


about 30,000 feet, but a sounding bal- 
loon lately sent up in Italy at the 
University of Vavia reached a height 
of 121,000 feet, or nearly twenty- 
three miles. The sounding balloons, 
the modern device for exploring the 
upper air, are usually bags of silk or 
rubber, about six feet in diameter, 
filled with hydrogen gas. 

They rise until the pressure of the 
gas causes them to collapse or ex- 
plode, and a parachute then brings 
Gown safely the story of the air 
passed through as taken down auto- 
matically by a specia! apparatus. This 
apparatus, called a “meteorgraph,” 
combines several instruments in one. 
It has an accurate chronograph for 
time, an aneroid barometer for height 
or atmospheric pressure, a metallic 
thermometer for temperature, a Fair 
hygrometer for relative humidity, and 
an anemometer for wind velocity, and 
each instrument gives a continuous 
record by means of a pen resting on 
a rotating cylinder covered with 
ruled paper. 

The most remarkable fact shown 
by these balloon soundings of the last 
ten or twelve years is that the air 
exists in two very distinct layers. In 
the lower layer. or “troposphere,” the 
air cools about one degree Fahren- 
heit for each 300 feet of ascent; but 
in the upper or isothermal layer, or 
“Stratosphere,” further ascent gives 
stationary or rising temperature. 
The upper limit of the tsotherma! 
layer is unknown. The lower limit— 
lower in winter than in summer—has 
an average height of about six miles 
in middle latitude, but is lower near 
the poles. and reaches a great height 
at the equator. The temperature of 
thie laver ranges from 60 degrees F. 
below zero in summer to 71 degrees 
telow in winter

The Pygmy Hippopotamus. 

[Wide World Magazine: ] Maj. 
Schomburek. the well-known German 
big-game hunter, gives an interesting 
account of his adventures In search of 
the pygmy hippopotamug — probably 
the rarest creature in captivity today. 
Until he penétrated into the dense 
Liberian forests and swamps and 
brought back to civilization living 
specimens of these strange creatures 
they had never been shot, or even 
seen, by white hunters. 
The pygmy hippopotamus (Choer- 
opsis liberiensis Mort.) somewhat re- 
sembles the American tapir. It has 
the head and face of a hippo, and in 
maturity develops powerful tusks. Its 
back is distinctly arched, its legs 
somewhat thin and its color a slaty 
black. It is certainly more graceful, 
both in appearance and in movement, 
than its big cousin. In size it is not 
larger than a well-grown pig, and at 
maturity weighs about 400 pounds. 
How rare and valuable the creature is 
may be gauged when it is stated that 
the New York Zoological Society gave 
$11,250 for a pair of them. The two 
expeditions which their capture en- 
tailed, however, were very expensive 
affairs, necessitating an outlay of over 
$15,000.

ENRAGED NEGRO MOB ALL 
BUT LYNCHES WHITE MAN. 


N ATTEMPTED lynching of a 

white man by a mob of infuriated 

negroes was narrowly averted 
yesterday afternoon at Seventh and 
Porter streets when Charies Watson, 
an itinerant printer, bleeding from a 
dosen wounds on the head and body, 
was dragged into an Edison substa- 
tion on Bast Seventh street. Wat- 
son, accused of an attack upon a 
little colored girl. was rescued from 
@ mob of negroes by Robert Funke, 
operator at the substation, and held 
@ prisoner until the police arrived. 
A serious charge has deen lodged 
against Watson. 

Funke noticed a stranger yesterday 
afternoon taking two little girls, Helen 
Horton, aged 6, No. 1425 Santa Fe 
street, and Consuelo Moore, aged 6, 
No. 1519 Santa Fe street, into a va- 
cant lot north of the Edison plant. A 
string of freight cars hid the trio and 
Funke, suspicious of the man’s move- 
ments and appearance, went to the 
rear of the electric station and peered 
through a gate in the fence. He then 
rushed in, frightened the man away 
and gave chase. The man jumped 
over a fence and ran through an 
alley. 

Funke spread the alarm and the 
whole neighborhood was’ used. The 
man-hunt lasted for an ur. Then 
Watson appeared at the corner of 
Seventh and Santa Fe streets and was 
attacked by a crowd of negroes, most- 
ly women, who charged him with 
the crime. Watson pleaded innocence, 
but wes badly beaten nevertheless.

BRAZILIAN MINISTER PAYS TT A 
GLOWING TRIBUTE. 

Party Spends Day Driving Along 
Rim of the Great Cleft in Arizona 
and Dr. Muller Declares He Is 
Coming Back to Make an Extended 

Stay in Future. 


A. „ NIGHT WIKE TO THE TOES) 
GRAND CANYON (Ar) July 6.— 
“Jt has been all day like a beautiful 
fantasy. It is hard to believe the won- 
derful handiwork of the Almighty is 
real. It touches the loftiest emotions 
of the soul. Some day I am coming 
back for a long stay. I want to go out 
to the rim at Maricopa Point all alone 
in the evening and watch the sun set 
on this most wonderful work of God.” 
That is the tribute to the Grand Can- 
yon of the Colorado paid tonight by 
Lauro Muller, Brazilian Secretary of 
State and special envoy of the South 
American republic, who is returning 
the visit paid to that country by for- 
mer Secretary of State Elihu Root. 

The Brazilian party, consisting of 
Envoy Muller, Assistant Secretary of 
State Dudley Field Malone and Mrs. 
Malone, Capt. Antonio Sampaya, Bra- 
gillian naval aide, Capt. Antonio Da 
Fenzeca, Brazilian military aide; Lieu- 
tenant Commander Roscoe C. Bulmer, 
United States naval aide; Capt. Severt 
Coleman, United States military aide; 
Debarras Pemantel of the Brazilian 
Embassy at Washington; Maurice 
Nabuco, son of the late Brazilian Am- 
bassador: Charies Lee Cooke, Wash- 
ington attache; Mr. Jervis of the 
United States secret service, arrived 
at the Grand Canyon early this morn- 
ing and almost immediately took the 
eastern rim drive, viewing the Grand 
Canyon from Yavepei Point. The spe- 
cial ambassador seemed fascinated by 
the wonderful panorama, viewed under 
especially favorable weather conditions 
of alternating clouds and blue sky 
Which played shadows and sunlight 
over nature’s cathedrals with marvel- 
ous effect. 

Ambassador Muller asked many 
questions, being specially interested in 
learning of the acquisition of the ter- 
ritory from Mexico and its ownership 
by the government as a great national 
park. In the afternoon Ambassador 
Muller insisted, despite very threaten- 
ing weather, in driving to Hopi, Mari- 
copa and other points on the western 
rim, where the party secured magnifi- 
cent views of the canyon and the Colo- 
rado, looking like a tiny ribbon of sil- 
ver thousands of feet below. Muller 
was always the last of the party to 
leave the view points and seemingly 
took much pleasure in collecting rocks 
illustrating the formation of the Grand 
Canyon. The party left at & o'clock 
this evening for Williams, where the 
day will be spent. At 4:30 Monday 
morning the party leaves for Chicago, 
reaching there at 10:15 Wednesday, 
and leaving for New York the same 
afternoon.

Plans are being 
made by the officers in charge of 
Camp Murray to give the young men 
of the War Department's first .experi- 
mental military camp of instructions 
for schooland college students, every 
opportunity to witness the big semi- 
annual rifle and revolver competition 
of the Western Department of the 
army that begins at the Presidio of 
Monterey, July 14. In the point of 


number of competitors the competi- 
tion will be the biggest thing ever 
held on the Pacific Coast and to be 


able to witness the work of the om. 


cers and enlisted men of the army 
is expected to prove of great benefit 
to the students in camp. Adjt.-Gen. 
E. A. Forbes is expected ww arrive 
shortly. 

Lieut.-Col. Walter Wright, Twelfth 
Infantry, will be officer in charge of 
the competitions and whea it is un- 
derstood that the contestants will in- 
clude two commissioned ot!cers from 
every regiment in the depurtment, all 
distinguished marksmen and distin- 
guished revolver shots from every 
post who desire to compete and one 
enlisted from every company in the 
department, the opportunity afforded 
the students to watch some of the 
best shots in the army at work cana 
be justly appreciated. Among offi- 
cers and men there will be fully one 
hundred contestants from the 
Francisco military district alone. 

The preliminaries will be teld July 
14th and 16th, and from July 16th 
to 19th, inclusive, record firing will 
be made. The students in camp have 
shown the greatest interest so far in 
target practice and are looking for- 
ward to the department competition 
with keenest anticipation. 

To give some general idea of the 
amount of time that during tho life of 
the camp will be devoted to actual 
hard instructions in those things that 
more prominently enter Into the mak- 
ing of a soldier, the boys huve figured 
that the programme laid out there 
will be 41 hours of actual drill by 
companies and field maneuvers, 42 
hours at theoretical work, such as 
map making, the war game talks and 
hygienic talks by medical offivers. Ac- 
tual target practice will consume 20 
hours exclusive of the hours the stu- 
dents are planning to spend out of 
their hours of freedom on the rifle 
range. This is to say nothing about 
the scores of hours that will be de- 
voted to demonstrations of all kinds 
and the working out of important war 
problems. Few national guardsmen 
in an entire year will devote so much 
time to purely military duties as will 
the students at Camp Murray in the 
six weeks they will be there. So at 
least the young men themselves figure. 

Setting up exercises are a feature 
of every morning now, and thanks to 
the efforts of Maj. Clarence J. Manley. 
medical corps surgeon and sanitary 
inspector of the camp, boys are begin- 
ning to take a great interest in the 
talks of personal and camp hygienics 
that are invaluable for men for who 
ever have to spend any time in the 
open.

Harston is one of Santa Maria's best 
respected and best known business 
men. Himself and family lived next 
door to the colored man. The trouble 
came about over some chick«ns be 
longing to Harston, which had entered 
the colored man's potato patch. The 
men had a quarrel and Chambers 
rushed at the other with a pitch fork. 

Harston defended himself with 
clubbed twenty-two caliber rifle with 
which he laid Chambers out. The 
Same evening as Harston pussed be- 
fore a window in his parlor the pane 
of glass was shattered ahd a rifle ball 
whizzed by his head burying itself in 
the wall. The next day and upon sev- 
eral occasions thereafter the colored 
man made threats against Harston’s 
life. Soon after, to avoid trouble, 
Harston moved out of his home, 
rented the house and took a cottage 
near his place of business in town. 
The colored mam persisted in his 
threat, however, and Harston sought 
the ald of the local police in the mat- 
ter. As no steps were taken by the 
officers to settle the affair Harston 
purchased an automatic revolver, feel- 
ing that sooner or later he must fight 
for his life. This morning Harston was 
walking along East Main street in 
company with his wife when he was 
attacked from behind by Chambers. 
The colored man seized Harston about 
the neck with one arm while with the 
other he rained blows upon the white 
man’s head, having slipped an tron 
ring over his fist in the fashion of 
knucks. The probabilities ere that 
the white man would have been killed 
had not his wife come to the rescue 
with a parasol.

Amador Mine Will Be Shipped to 

San Francisco Mint.

STOCKTON (Cal.) July 6.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch] A. Levinsky, a 
local attorney, has received a genu- 
me gold brick from the old Original 
Amador mine located in Amador 
county. The mine is owned largely 
by Stockton and Oakland people. 
This brick is three and one-half by 
one and five-eighths by seven inches 
in size and is worth $6500. It is the 
result of a clean-up that has been 
made during the past two weeks in 
the old shaft. 

The original Amador mine has 
been operated for three and one-half 
years after laying idle for thirty 
years.

HITS IPAHO DIVORCES. 


Judge Rules Judgment May Be Set 
Aside Where Personal Service Is 


Not Made. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TLMES.) 

BOISE, July 6.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Idaho’s divorce law fame is 
growing with the passing of Reno 
and Nevada as the Mecca for those 
on whom matrimonial ties have be- 
come burdensome, but a recent de- 
cision of Judge Carlos PF. McCarthy 
of the District Court for Ada county, 
of which Boise is the county seat, 
may give a bad complexion to di- 
vorces that are granted in the fu- 
ture. 

Judge McCarthy made his ruling 
in a land case. He held that where 
personal service is not secured, a de- 
fendant within a year may ask to 
have the judgment set aside and have 
the issue tried anew, after answer 
has been filed. Therefore, every di- 
vorce case in this State, where a de- 
cree has been granted, but in which 
personal service has not been made, 
can be reopened, causing more litiga- 
tion and marital troubles. 

Idaho is one of the few remaining 
States in the Union which permits 
applications for divorce after a six 
months nesidence. 


A NBGRO’S SUOCESS. 


Has Developed Intensive Farming 
Till Department of Agriculture 
Agents Go to Him for Information. 
[Washington Star:] From an - 
literate negro, an ex-slave now more 
than seventy-five years old, farming 
in central Alabama, the United States 
government is receitveing some of the 
most valuable lessons gained from any 
single agricultural experiment in this 
country. M. A. Crosby, an agricul- 


of

turist in the office of farm manage- 
ment in the Department of Agricul- 
ture, has just been sent south to study 
the work of Sam McCall, the old ex- 
slave, who has accomplished wonders 
in farming on a small tract of, waste 


land. 
Sam McCall might be called 4 born 
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scientific farmer. He has won fame 
in agriculture by producting the lar- 
gest vield of cotton ever recorded in 
the United States; in fact, the largest 
yield ever heard of, having raised one 
bale of the great southern product on 
one-eighth of an acre of land. The 
importance of this achievement may 
be understood by the person who is 
not an agriculturist when it is known 
that the average yield for the whole 
United States is only two-fifths of a 
bale for a single acre. Sam McCall 
has developed a method of cultiva- 
tion on once worthless land which is 
so successful that he thinks nothing 
now of producing three and one-half 
to four bales of cotton per acre or 
eighty bushels of oats or eighty bush- 
els of corn. The average in the south- 
ern states for corn and oats runs from 
i.fteen to twenty-five bushels an acre. 
Sam is a farmer who knows his 
limitations. When he was declared 
a free man following the Civil War 
he saved up epough money to pur- 
chase land in several parcels which 
soon amounted to more than 1860 
acres. He cultivated forty acres and 
the first year made hardly enough to 
keep himself. He concluded that with 
his limited equipment and in 
view of the fact that he was doing 
practically all of his own work it 
would be wise for him to reduce the 
amount of land which he was culti- 
vating. He gradually brought his cul- 
tivated farm down to two acres, and 
for the last twenty-two years on this 
plot has spent all of his time and 
energies in what agricultural experts 
claim is one of the most interesting 
examples of intensive farming carried 
on in the United States. 

McCall's land is part of an aban- 
doned farm. Before he began to cul- 
tivate it the soil was perhaps as bad 
as any which can be found on any 
farm in the Southern States. The for- 
mer slave knew nothing of the scien- 
tific methods of cultivation, but he 
was a «ood observer. He noticed 
white farmers in his section gather- 
ing leaves in the fall to spread over 
their land to form humus in the soil. 


Sam never heard of the word humus, 
but he concluded that the white far- 


mers knew what they were doing and 
he followed suit. He later decided 
to use the refuse of all rope as 4 
natural fertilizer. At the time he be- 
gan to cultivate his land commercial 
fertilizers were little known, and the 
ex-slave has never made use of them 
during his entire career. 

Government experts who began a 
study of his farm several years ago 
found out that he usually grows three 
crops a year on his two acres of land. 
Cotton is his principal crop. In the 
fall he plants oats between the rows 
of cotton. In the spring he chops 
the cotton stocks and hoes them into 
the soll, and then plants corn between 
the rows of oats. In the late spring 
when the corn is about eighteen inches 
high he harvests the oats by hand, and 
then plants cotton in the corn rows 
between the stalks. The corn is picked 
in August, the stalks are cut and 
worked into the soil and then oats 
are sowed about the time the cotton 
crop is ready for its picking, Through 
this method of cultivation Sam McCall 
has raised larger crops of cotton, corn 
and oats than any other farmer in his 
State of Alabama. 

Prof W. J. Spillman, chief of the 
office of farm management, and his 


expert, M — Crosby, who has been 
sent to the south to observe McCall's 
work, say 


slave's suctess in agriculture is due 
largely to the fact that he has manu- 
factured nitrogen in the soil unknow- 
ingly by feeding the soil bacteria with 
carbo-hydrates and cellulose coming 
from the refuse of the crops. McCall 
has also developed methods of seed 
selection in keeping with scientific 
farming, d each year produces a 
certain area of selected plants which 
he uses entirely for seed purposes 
Cotton seed have become an impor- 
tant by-product of his agricultural 
venture, and he obtains $3 to $4 per 
bushel from the white farmers for 
selected cotton seed. The average 
cost of the ordinary cotton seed is 32 
to 35 cents a bushel, so that it can be 
seen that the industrious ex-slave is 
geting almost ten times as much for 
his selected product as the average 
farmer in his part of the country.

OTHERS AS SCHOOLTEACHERS. 
Some members of the Board of Edu 
cation in New York City are evidently un- 
apprehensive of the adoption of woman suf: 
frage in the Empire State. Mrs. Bridget C. 
Peixotto, a Bronx teacher, was suspended 
for staying away from school to bear a 
child. She was charged with “neglect ot 
duty.” 

A motion was made to dismiss her alto 
gether, but action on this motion was sus- 
pended until fall. 

Gen. Wingate, a member of the board, 
offered a motion that “the marriages of fe- 
male teachers being in the judgment of the 
Board of Education injurious to the schools, 
such marriages hereafter are prohibited.” 

Six members of the board united in urg 
ing the adoption of the following resolu- 
tions: 


“Resolved, That the suspension on 
April 22, 1913, of Mrs. Bridget C. 
Peixotto, in charge of Public School 
14, The Bronx, by Superintendent Tay- 
lor, be sustained. 

“Resolved, That the action of the 
committee on elementary schools in 
finding the said Mrs. Peixotto guilty of 
neglect of duty preferred against her 
by Superintendent Taylor be and here- 
by is confirmed. 

“Resolved, That the said Mrs. Pen- 
otto be and hereby is dismissed from 
the service of the Board of Education 
in the city of New York.” 

Dr. Ira S. Wile offered a minority report 
of which he was the only signer, defending 
Mrs. Peixotto and other women guilty of 
the crime of motherhood. In this report he 
says, among other things: 

“The principle of dismissal for maternity 
is pernicious and opposed to public policy 


and contrary to the dictates of an active 
conscience. The right to be married car- 
wies with it by implication the right to the 
lawful incidents of married life. Mater- 
nity does not necessitate frequent and long 
absences from duty. If perchance such ab- 
gence were required it would work no 
_ greater hardship upon the pupils than do 
similar numerous and protracted absences 
of neurasthenic women or chronic invalids. 
The teaching efficiency of the mother is 
not necessarily impaired through the fact 
that she is a mother.” 

If a wife who is a schoolteacher must 
permanently forfeit her position because 
she becomes a mother but may hold it so 
long as she remains childless, a premium 
is offered for race suicide that is an im- 
moral concept out of joint with an enlight- 
ened civilization. 


MENACE TO OUR INDUSTRIES. 

The value of the farm products of 
California for 1912 was $389,489,718; of her 
petroleum and minerals, $87,425,000; of 
fish, forest and sundries, $64,605,000, and 
of menufactures, $556,249,050; making 
total of $1,097,768,768. The fact that 
will surprise many is that the output of 
manufactures was more than one-half the 
entire product of the State and exceeded 
the agricultural products more than 3168, 
000,000. 

The materials used in manufacturing cost 
$325,238,000. The value added by manu- 
facturing was $204 323,000; and the average 
number of wage-earners employed during 
the year was 133,499. 

One-fourth of the adult male population 
of California are workers in its manufactur 
ing industries and they are the highest- 
paid workers in the world. 

There were packed in this State in 1912 
4,248,051 cases of canned fruits, 2,706,575 
cases of canned vegetables, 85,000 tons of 
raisins, 22,500,000 gallons of dry wines, 
17,797,781 gallons of sweet wines, and 
1,799,539 gallons of brandy. There were 
produced 155,432 tons of beet sugar and 
309,732,000 feet of lumber. There were 
shipped 40,176 carloads of citrus fruit. 
There were produced 1,200,000 gallons of 
pickled olives and over 800,000 gallons of 
olive oil. No State in the Union will feel 
the maleficent effects of the Wilson-Un- 
derwood tariff more keenly than California. 
Free sugar from Cuba and Germany will 
close our beet sugar factories and many mil- 
lions of dollars paid for beet sugar will go 
abroad. Many millions of dollars paid to 
our lumber and shingle milis will go to 
British Columbia. Sixty millions of dollars 
paid for citrus fruits will go to Spain. More 
than one hundred millions of dollars now 
distributed here will go elsewhere and it 
is safe to estimate that a hundred thousand 
workers will either lose their jobs or be 
compelled to accept reduced wages. 

Our citrus orchardists will, to a certain 
extent, be benefited by lower freight rates 
to the Atlantic Coast in consequence of 
the construction of the Panama Canal, But 
on the other hand ships from Sicily can 
come through the canal, pay the reduced 
duty on the citrus fruit, olives and raisins 
raised by laborers who receive one-fourth 
the wages of Californians, and sell their 
orchard products in Los Angeles at a rate 


their orchards hands will work for one 
third of their present wages. 

The depression and loss will be tem- 
porary, for the American people while some 
times afflicted with lunacy never become 
utterly demented.

WHAT OF THE CHILDREN? 


BY NEETA MARQUIS. 

“Come on, Jim, let's go home!? 

„Aw, I ain't got no home! We live in 
an apart ment-house.“ 

That was the conversation overheard the 
other day between two small boys in the 
better part of town. There was not merely 
pathos in it; there was potential tragedy. 

Los Angeles is adding apartment-house to 
apartment-house until the builders are hard- 
pressed for names by which to designate 
them all. The number of hotels, apartments 
and rooming-houses in our midst today is 
in the near neighborhood of 800. I wonder 
how many genuine homes are being estab- 
lished to offset these? 

The tenants of apartment-houses are 
mostly migratory. In one election precinct 
in Los Angeles in which there are several 
such community dwellings the registered 
voters in January, 1912, were over 600, of 
which only 320 remained in the precinct long 
enough to vote at the Presidential election 
the following November. These people are 
the true tribe of the wandering foot, living 
in trunks, restless, impermanent, gradually 
losing all sense of true domesticity, 

Tuey move about so much that, like an 
army, they must reduce their impedimenta 
to the lowest terms. They cannot carry 
their books with them without great sac- 
rifice. It is impracticable to cart from 
apartment to apartment and city to city the 
pictures which hang upon the walls of a 
home. Even the photographed faces of dear 
familiar friends become a burden of no 
inconsiderable proportions. So one by one 
the things which invest a dwelling with the 
atmosphere of permanency and intimate 
personal charm are dropped overboard, like 
surplus ballast, while the lightened family 
ship speeds on into new waters, with an 
ever-growing tendency toward flightiness 
and irresponsibility. 

But it is the children who pay the ulti- 
mate price of this social restlessness. They 


are dragt d out of one school in the middle. 


of a term and thrust into another, with a 
setback in their studies each time, and a 
rade rending of incipient friendships. The 
vigor of ambition for good standing is 
weakened by these repeated uprootings. 
The cons“ ant breaking of half-established 
ties and the forming of new associations 
stunts the development of the social] nature, 
particularly in sensitive, reticent children. 
There is nothing in the exciting, unnatural 
atmosphere of a community residence to 
foster the feeling of companionship and fam- 
ily unity so needful for the best good of 
both parents. and children. The Sunday- 
school habit is so seriously interfered with 
by frequent migrations that soon it is fore- 
gone altogether, and a promiscuous gather- 
ing of rooming-house associates takes its 
place on Sunday mornings. 

When we learn the startling fact that 
juvenile delinquency in Los Angeles county 
has increased in the ratio of three to one 
over the juvenile population in the past 
three years can we help aseociating the 
fact of decreasing homes and increasing 
promiscuous community life with the in- 
crease of youthful demoralisation? 

Social workers among children and young 
people are unanimous.in the declaration 
that lack of home trafhing ts the greatest 


factor in this decline of juvenile rectitude. . 


And the growing, Indifference to the old- 
fashioned Sunday is one of. the conspicuous 
features of this parental irresponsibility. 

Parents often say, as did one mother in 
Los Angeles recently, “I am perfectly will- 
ing my little girl should go to Sunday- 
school, but if she doesn't want to go, I 
don’t feel that I should make her.” 

“Do you allow her to stay out of day 
school that way?” was asked of this par- 
ticular mother. 

“Oh, no. That's different,” she answered. 

Different? Yes—day school is primarily 
for the disciplining of the child's mind, with 
incidental moral teachings; Sunday-school 
deals fundamentally with moral instruction 
and enlightenment, and brings an incidental 
enrichment of the intellect. Of the two, 
history demonstrates that moral discipline 
is the more vital, both to the child and to 
the state. 

The child who is cheated out of a thor- 
ough course of Sunday-school training loses 
that out of his life which will leave it 
poorer, no matter what amends may be 
made in the study and experience of later 
years. The Bible, a compilation of the 
most wonderful literature of the ages, forms 
the basis of our occidental education and 
culture. Without a close and intimate 
knowledge of it, many of the most exquisite 
things in modern literature, art and music 
are quite incomprehensible. But it is not 
a text-book of the intellect and the esthetic 
nature per se. Every page of it whether 
of history, philosophy, poetry or sociology, 
is primarily calculated to exercise an in- 
fluence upon the moral life of man, and to 
instruct him, by way of precept, example 
or warning, in the ways of righteousness. 
For a parent weakly to refrain from putting 
his child under the influence of such a 
powerful agency for good is to work him 
an irreparable injury, for that kind of a 
parent is never one 40 substitute an en- 
tirely adequate course of home instruction 
along the same lines. 

Sunday-school has been the subject of 
jokes without end, and the good little boy 
who chooses Sunday-school in preference 
to the old swimming hole on the morning 
of the first day of the week is considered 
a very humorous figure by the comic artist 
and writer of cheap songs.

SACRAMENTO, July 6.—Wiseman 
in an Overland won the free-for-all 
three-mile automobile race at Agri- 
cultural Park today.

This morning the Carmelita Play- 
ground Campfire Girls, under the 
chaperonage of Mrs. George HI. 
Swarthout, will set out for a place 
a mile above Switzer's Camp in the 
Arroyo Seco; where they are to pass 
a week. There will be fifteen in the 
party, girls over 16 years of age, and 
they are going to show the Young 
Women's Christian ‘Association mem- 
bers and others of the fair sex now 
encamped in the arroyo how to rough 
it. They will corn burros and 
horses, and, setting out at 65:30 
o'clock this morning, walk all of the 
way, carrying their packs. Yester- 
day they sent their provisions and 
heavier impedimenta up on burro- 
back. 

Each girl will have to cook every 
mouthful of food that she has while 
there. Furthermore, matches will be 
doled out and the girl who fails to 
start a fire with three of them will 
have to eat her breakfast, lunch or 
supper, as the case may be, cold. 
The girls are going into their cam 
to learn woodcraft and how to bu 
and put out fires. They will wear 
bloomers and middie blouses, with 
wide-brimmed sombreros, and part 
of their routine will be to learn how 
to climb trees.

SANTA MONICA, VENICE AND 
OCEAN PARK CROWDED. 


— — — 


Cots Were Placed on Apartment- 
House Roofs to Accommodate 
Visitors, and Restaurants Were 
Literally Eaten Out by the Hungry 
Pleasure Seekers. 


SANTA MONICA, July 6.—Over- 
taxing the capacity of restaurants, ho- 
tels and amusement places, an esti- 
mated crowd of 160,000 persons 
visited Venice, Santa Monica and 
Ocean Park during the three days 
ending tonight. The warm weather 
prevailing in the interior caused al- 
most as many persons to seek the 


shore today as came here July 4. 

Patrons were turned away from 

restaurants tonight, the huge stock 
of provisions laid in before the pro- 
vision-houses closed yesterday having 
become exhausted by the unusual de- 
mand for the satisfaction of the inner 
man. Lunch counters and hot dog 
stands were patronized extensively 
while their stock lasted. Many of the 
big cafes had erased half of their 
menus tonight because the demand 
for food far exceeded the supply. Beds 
in the rooming-houses were at a pre- 
mium, many cots being placed on 
the roofs of apartment-houses, and 
bathrooms being utilized, in rare 
cases. Hundreds remained on the 
sands tonight, deciding to sleep by 
the waves and go home on early 
morning cars. 
+ Again there was a crush of auto- 
mobiles. Windward avenue traffic 
was jammed three times during the 
afternoon. Autos were parked solid 
in every street within half a mile of 
Venice near the Ocean Front. The 
cement promenade was a moving 
river of humanity, and the sands were 
black with people. The Venice and 
Ocean Park bath-houses report the 
largest Sundays business this year. 
Bath suits were used, dried and used 
again. The bath-house people re- 
ported 5500 suits rented during the 
day. The last three days have been 
the busiest in the history of the beach 
amusement and bathing institutions, 
and the coffers of the amusement men 
and caterers are filled to overflowing 
with gold, silver and currency. 

It is remarkable that, during the 
past three days no serious accident 
was reported to the police. Not one 
case was treated at the Receiving 
Hospital. But four arrests were 
made during the three days, and but 
two for drunkenness.

FOR COUNCIL. 


Long Beach Public Market 
Presents Problems. 


Mrs. Jotham Bixby Is Re- 
covering from Injuries. 


Angeleno Robbed of Cash and 
Valuable Diamond. 


LONG BEACH, July 6.—Another 
vexation has arisen to trouble the City 
Council, whose members believe that 
in the eighteen months of their office- 
holding they have encountered more 
snags in municipal waters than their 
predecessors. 

Added to the problem of running 
the city to please a half dozen fac- 
tions, the Councilmen now have the 
matter of a city market up for settle- 
ment, Established three months ago 
as an experiment, on suggestion of the 
Women's City Club, the venture has 
according to the ladies proved a suc- 
cess in every way, even to keeping the 
cast of living down. Now the ladies 
desire to have the market held three 
times a week instead of semi-weekly 
and to compensate the marketmaster, 
who has given his labors free during

peddiers who buy from wholesalers. 
An ordinance providing these points 


has reached its second reading, and 
the Council now confronts a protest 
from the peddlers who frequent the 
market and who claim that the two 
separate market fees are discrimina- 
tory and unjust. To this claim Mrs. 
D. M. Shreve, who is making the fight, 
replies that the public market was 
advocated with a view of encouraging 
the producer and that it has in a 
measure attained this end ahd patrons 
of the market are given fresh vege- 
tables from local gardens instead of 
the produce, purchased rom the 
wholesalers, the freshness which is 
problematical.
